My dear Mr. Noe: 


I had a conversation with Madame Anie Mouroux who 
was introduced by M. Casenave of the French High Commission 
whose letter states as follows; 


"J will like to recommend to your 
special consideration Madame anie Mourous, ‘Grand 
Prix de Rome pour la sculpture et gravure en 
medaille' which alone would make it proper and 
fitting for you to meet her and as American 
Architect to extend the courtesy of your 
profession, She comes to this country very 
highly recommended with the endorsement of the 
'‘Ministere des Beaux Arts’, 


"You will find Madame Anie Mouroux a4 
charming as well as a talented woman, and we are 
all very anxious to have her know America through 
such men as yourself, 


"T shall be very appreciative of any 
courtesy you may extend to Madame Anie Mouroux, at 
the same time realizing that after you have met her, 
you will assume this desire to be of help to her on 
your own behalf." 


Madame Mouroux showed me some charming illustrations 
of her work in medallic art, especially a medallion of Joan of 
Are and @ portrait medallion of General Pershing. Sheteld me 
that she is also making a portrait médallion of M. Casenave and 
I suggested that she should follow it up by making a portrait 
medallion of M, Jusserand, the French Ambassador, I believe 
that reproductions of her work of these eminent men and of 
Joan of Are would be very attractive to collectors and to friends 
of France, I should myself be very glad to secure copies 
thereof and I have no doubt that many others would feel the same 
way, especially if they were issued under your good and helpful 
auspices. It also seems to me that so far as possible the 
American Numismatic Society should encourage the work of such an 
excellent medallist whether an American or foreign born citizen 
Madame Mouroux told me that she had already conferred with some 
one at the Numismatic Society but I suggested that she should see 
you again and discuss these matters with you, Her talent appears
